All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

It was pointed out by the QA that the independent claim does not appear to be patentable on its face. It appears to 
read on giving a light relaxing/bleaching treatment to hair, followed by virtually any known hair treatment such as 
coloring, perming, etc... Additionally, there are enablement issues, assuming that one of ordinary skill in the art is a 
hairdresser, how are they to determine that "said reducing generates 0.1% to 5% by weight of cysteine with respect to 
the total amino acids" of the hair and determine that the reactive sites are generated "only on the surface of said fibres 
to a depth of less than 10 pm". And, as well as people have different thickness and amounts of hair to begin with. 
Applicant's attorney is suggested to amend the independent claim or further clarify the enablement issues. 
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
